CALLAN LAW DOESN'T APPLY. 


City Ordinance Supersedes It Here, 
Says Swann, Upholding. Freschi. 


Judge Swann in General Sessions yes- 
terday sustained Magistrate Freschi, who 
held that the city auto speed ordinance 
“supersedes the Callan law here. The 
Callan law states that the streets of cities 
shall be pested, in order to instruct 
chauffeurs as to the proper speed for 
their vehicles. 

The case In question was that of John 
Dwyer, who was fined $10 by Magistrate 
Ffeschi for driving his automobile at 
twienty-five miles an hour along Central 
Park West. Dwyér contended that he 
h a right’to do. so, because no speed 
rate was posted. Magistrate Freschi de- 
cided against him, and he appealed to 


Judge Swann. Judge Swann in his de- 
cision says in part: 
By Section. 288 of this law local -ordi- 


nances are prohibited, except.as provided 
by the law, and in the same section it is ex- 
ressiy provided that. the inhibition against 
ocal ordinances not apply toe first- 
class cities. 

It is not necessary to the validity of an 
ordinance of.a@ cjityof the first class that 
the city’s streets, should be posted, as pro- 
vided by that section.*: The. construction 
contended for by the appellant would ren- 
der some of the Rroreicen meaningless, and 
because of ‘the diffi¢yityof zomplying with 
the provisions for.’ ting the streets it 
‘would almost make loca] ordinances. impos- 
sible, and it cannot be seriously contended 
that. the legislative intent was: to permit 
motor cars to speed through the etreets of 
New York City at any such extraordinary 
rate. 

The city ordinance prohibits speed of 
more than nine miles an hour.

AN HONEST BANKER OBJECTS. 

RozsEert L. Fryer, President of the 
Fidelity Trust Company of Buffalo, 
asserts that it is his. duty to refuse 
to answer the questions of the Money 
Trust investigators,.and gives the rea- 
sons so plainly that. his motives can- 
not be misunderstood. -For his con- 
duct as a banker he declares that he 
is responsible only to the State of New 
York, and the State’s Banking De- 
partment Knows intimately and ap- 
Proves thoroughly his conduct as a 
banker. Beyond this he owes a duty 
to ‘his clients, and that duty requires 
him to resist encroachment upon their 
private business. That duty he pro- 
poses to perform because it is his 
duty also eas a citizen. If he concedes 
to this committee the right to ask 
questions such as no banker éver an- 
swered, because they never before were 
asked, he also concedes to Congress 
the power to ask any other questions, 
or to take any other course it pleases 
in “mattera which are no concern of 
Congress, whatever the’ excellence of 
the motives of Congréss, or whatever 


yjthe badness of the banks, or of big 


business which it is sought to whip or 
te amend over the shoulders of the 
banks. . 

It is wonderful what courage a clear 
conscience gives._a man. There are 
others with consciences as clear, no 
doubt, but there are also others wha 
could not have taken the same position 
with equal anthority lest they invite 
suspicion that the motive of the ob- 
jection was not the motive assigned. 
There are banking practices. which 
Ought to be restrained, but that is 
tio reason why banks should be made 
the football of politicians for ¢Cam- 
paign purposes. Especially there is no 
reason why the constitutional rela- 
tions of National and State jurisdic- 
tions should be jumbled or igtiored 
when there is abundance of alterna- 
tives... New York is competent to -rém- 
edy its own banking abuses, -without 
the assistance of those without special 
qualifications, and without the. hin- 
@tance of those whose banking ideas 
are so different from those of New 
York. The committee.is dominated by 
a Chairman from a State where its 
chief clearing house was indicted for 
“crimes® of which our Clearing 
House ig equally guilty, and for which 
the President of our Clearing House 
has been called to the bat of the com- 
mittee, ‘We believe the conscience of 
our Clearing House Chairman to be 
as clear as that of the President of 
the Fidelity Trust Company, but he 
ig mot.in the same position to defy 
the. committee, On the .other hand, 
he has other justification for taking 
& high stand, and not demeaning him- 
self as a culprit. 

The plain truth is that Congress has 
itself as much to blame ag the banks 
for whatever is to be efiticised in 
banking. The Clearing House ts only 
one of the extra iegal devices by 
which banking has remedied the de- 
ficiencies of legislation that have pro-

THE BUILDING CODE. 
We have received from Mr. Eanzst 
Fuaca, who speaks from his experience 
in designing buildings here and abroad, 
& eommunication criticising the revised 
Butlding Code, now before the Fusion 
Board of Aldermen, “It is simply a 
“evision, and in no other sense es 
“new code,’ Mr. Fuaca says, 
He wants a new code The old code 
bas not protected this city from fire— 


18,000 to 14,000 fires a year costing| 


upward of $15,000,000, five to seven 
times per capita more than the loss in 
most Huropean countries, Here is Mr. 
Wuaca's complaint: 


“We discourage the use of {ncom- 
Dustible material in a hundred -ways 
and we put e premium on the wie of 
inflammable material We place so 
Many and such burdensome restrictions 
on incombustible construction as to make 
it too expensive for general use, and so 
confine it to buildings of the more pre- 
tentious kind, which can only be built 
fin. neighborhoods where the rents are 
of the highest—while, on the other hand, 
We encourage inflammable construc 
tion by allowing the most dangerous 
license fn the use of wood. 

We call for the highest grade of en- 
gineering where iacombustible material 
is used, and sanction the craziest kind 
where inflammable construction is used. 
We allow walls.se thin that they can 
Stand upright only by reason of the 
inflammable beams which they support, 
and which are not thick enough to 
afford proper protection to the beam 
ends which rest on them or to the 
flues which they contain—walls so thin 
that they can present but a feeble re- 
sistance to the spread of flames—and 
we go on, year after year, covering 
many square miles with ench construc- 
tions, thus preparing the way for a 
general conflagration. If a man wants 
to use incombustible floor beams he 
must: conform. strictly to the stresses 
prescribed by the code, but if he will 
only use wood, and eo increase the fire 
risk, he may apply double the stresses 
which the law allows. 


Most of the revised code’s provisions 
relate to dangers from collapse, which 
“ serve little other purpose than ‘to in- 
crease the fire risk.” The European 
law does not require a strength of from 


180 to 450 pounds a square foot for steel 


flooring in ‘tenétMents, where the av- 


erage floor load is but 5 pounds a 
square foot. That is the requirement 
here, and the-builders of tenements 
naturally resort to inflammable wood 


fidorings on which this stress require- 
ment is not imposed. Also, Mr. FLaeG 


accuses the code revision of neglecting 


the important questions of light and 


ventilation for buildthgs and streets. If 


it is fairly subject to these criticisms, 
it should be amended before the Fusion 
Aldermen ‘pass it. 








THE SEWER PROBLEM. 
The London papers are announcing 
the catch of a wonderful trout in the 


Thames just as the Hudson is declared 


by the Board of Health to be so filthy 
that public baths cannot be placed in 
it. The order ts that either people or 
sewage must be kept out of the waters 
which make Manhattan & small body 
of land entirely surrounded by sewage.

wasteful ovérsupply, and bring the 
churches under a strong spiritual: and 
economic organization, The modern 
business corporations have triumphed 
over numerous smaller and. bitterly 
conflicting ‘interests, which they have 
unfted.

“ STUPID AND UNPATRIOTIC ” 


Declares Bill Gives American Pro- 
tection to Men Who Are Denied 
it from Thelr Own Nations. 


Special to They New. York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 22;—The intelli- 
getice and patriotism of Congress was 
assailed in.a vigorous report filed to-day 
by Representative William HB, Humphrey 
of Washington on behalf of five members 
of the House Committee on. Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries, in“condemnation of 
the bill recently reported by Judge Alex- 
ander, Chairman of that committee, to 
improve the conditions of seamen em- 
ployed on vessels touching et American 


report,“ by its stupidity, its lack of in- 
telligence, or patriptism has driven the 


solemnly undertake to regulate and con- 


mercial nations of the world, not for our 
own benefit, but for the benefit and on 
the complaint.of foreign sailors that are 
unable to receive, as claimed by. their 
American representatives, just and proper 
treatment from the nations they continue 
voluntarily to serve.”’ 

Four other Republican members of the, 
committee-signed the Humphrey report. 
They are William 8. Greene of Massa- 
chusetts, BD, Stevens Henry of Connecti- 
cut, Asher C. Hinds of Maine, and 
Thomas Parran of Maryland. The report 
Oeclares the bill should be entitled “A 
bill to abrogate our commercial treaties 
with other nations and to free foreign 
sailors on foreign stips from the laws 
of their own countries, 

“It is to be regretted,” said Repre- 
senative Somperer “that the majority 
has attempted to play politics in its con- 
sideration of this bill. This is the first 
time, at least in recent years, that parti- 
gan advantage has been sought in this 
way on a bill before the Committee on 
Merc Marine. Criticising the pro- 
posed legislation B most extreme and 
revolutionary Mr. eo continues: 

‘For ‘the first time nm the history of 
the Nation it is seriously proposed Oh a 
legislation exclusively for the benefit of 
foreign citizens serving foreign‘nations at 
the instigation of American citizens in 
thig country, who_assume to represent 
these foreigners. The report of the ma- 
ort t is entitled ‘free and-efficient sea- 

but it is not to make any American 
Goktan free and efficient, The sole pur 
ose of this legislation is to use the legis- 
fative power of this Government to compe) 
foreign nations to grant to their own 
subjects cértain demands not. made by 
these subjects of these nations, but by 
certain American cijtizens pretending to 
ret: these oppressed foreigners. 

This bill. would not change conditions 
in the coastwise trade, Ninety-three ¢" 
cent. of our foreign trade is carried 
forei ships manned by foreign ty Ba 
Of the few ships that carry the 7: per 
cent. of our foreign trade aot 10 per cent. 
of these crews are .American citizens, 
and of the small number of American 
sailors in the foreign trade practically all 
are on American vessels running under 
the Subsidy act of 1891 and would not be 
affected by this law. So this bill is not 
for the benefit of the American sailor, 
but. a proposal for Congress to legislate 
exclusively for the supposed benefit of 
foreign seamen. 

"We had better take care of our own 

poopie. get.an American merchant. marine 

Ameérican sailors before we attempt 
to regulate the maritime affairs of other 
nations: This Nation is undertaking a 
large arid unnecessary task: in assuming 
to Fell foreign nations how they shall 
man their ships, what contracts they shall 
make with their own seaman, how they 
shall y them, what their qualificatidns 
shall be and even to dictating to them the 
language that their crews shall speak, not 
on American ships, but upon their own 
ships,, and upon every ship that comes 
into our ports: It is proposed to do all 
these things in this bill. 

“The minority does not believe that 
our great. commercial treaties, even if 
there was necessity for it, should be ab-\ 
rogated in the way proposed by this bill 
without notice and without going through 
the ordinary diplomatic procedure. These 
treaties have stood many. years, and if 
how we are dissatisfied with them, it is 
our priviege to denounce them, but this 
could be done in a diplomatic, or, at least, 
not in an offensive way.”

EMBROIDERY BOOM ON. 


Stock Company Being Formed to 
Manufacture Machines Here. 


Announcement was made yesterday by 
a prominent New York embroidery house 
that plans are now under way for the 
foundation of a stock company to manu- 
facture Groebli automatio attachments 
for embroidery machines in thiscountry, 
and to equip machines. already in use 
here with the attachments regardless of 
their make, In addition to the manufact- 
ure of. automate, there ts a possibility 
that the company wil! also build the em- 
broidery machines themselves. It is de 
clar that these machines can be built 
here at one-half the cost. of importing 
them, and ft is said that their manufact- 
ure will comprise a good part of the 
activities of the enterprise. A well-known 
embroidery. machine agent is now on his 
way to Switzerland-to complete negotia- 
tions with manufacturing interests in that 
country. and the result of his efforts on 
the other side are awaited with general 
interest. 

If the movement. is successful, {it will 
practically revolutionize the manufacture 
of embroideries In the. United States. Of 
the 1,500 or more machines in operation 
here at the present time, only a very 
small proportion: are equipped with auto- 
matic attachments, « th their being 
put into general ‘operation it will not 
only be “possible for domestic manu- 
facturers to befter the F \ge uality of their 
output, but. to increase it materially at 
a lower aggregate cost of production. It 
will also seriously affect. the importation 
of the median and cheaper grades of em- 
broideries from Switzerland, and will be 
@ great factor in the nitimate ending of 
the dependence of domestic merchants on 
the St. Gall market for all classes of 
embroideries.

Legislature Rejects Rejects Bill, but Foss 
' "Threatens Extra Session. 


BOSTON, May. 22.—A bill authorizing: 
the Boston & Maine Railroad to unite 
with the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford, under certain conditions, including a 
tunnel beneath this: city and-electrifica- 
tion of the lines in the metropolitan dis- 
trict, was killed‘ in the Senate to-day’ by 
a vote of 15 to’ 20.
